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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PASTOR 


Dear  Friends: 

It  is  a  joy  for  me  to  have  a  share  in  preparing  this  booklet  which  is 
coming  into  your  home  as  a  gift  from  our  church.  Along  with  it  comes  my 
gratitude  for  your  contribution  to  the  story  that  is  told  herein,  and  my 
prayers  for  your  well-being  and  your  continued  growth  in  grace  and  in 
achievement  for  the  Lord. 

What  this  congregation  has  accomplished  in  its  brief  history,  and  espe- 
cially during  these  recent  years,  is  almost  unbelievable.  Like  those  disciples 
on  the  road  to  Emmaus,  "While  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  wondered," 
we  wonder,  too,  if  the  facts  as  recorded  here  can  be  true.  But  it  is  true, 
thanks  be  to  God  and  to  your  faithful  stewardship. 

I  congratulate  you  and  commend  you  who  have  played  a  part  in  writing 
this  enviable  record.  You  have  grown  in  grace  from  year  to  year,  and  will- 
ingly have  undertaken  almost  countless  tasks  for  the  Church  and  our  Lord 
and  His  Kingdom.  If  anyone  had  dared  suggest  to  me  when  I  first  came  to 
know  you  that  you  would  accomplish  the  things  that  have  been  accomplished 
in  this  short  time,  I  would  hardly  have  believed  him.  Even  now,  we  wonder 
how  it  all  happened.  But,  with  the  goodness  of  God  and  consecrated  hearts, 
much  can  be  done — as  your  record  shows. 

It  is  a  temptation  to  list  names  as  I  think  over  these  past  years  and  their 
accomplishments,  but  the  list  would  become  too  long!  You  will  find  that 
complete  list  in  the  back  of  this  booklet!  The  members,  almost  all  of  them, 
have  responded  wonderfully,  willingly  and  commendably  to  the  program,  and 
together  you  deserve  to  hear  these  words,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant."  Judging  from  your  record,  you  really  mean  those  words  of  the 
hymn,  "I  love  thy  Church,  O  God." 

Mindful  as  we  must  be  of  the  glory  of  the  past,  we  can  greatly  rejoice 
that  our  congregation  has  gone  on  from  glory  to  glory.  So  it  is  today  the 
promise  of  a  fuller  life  and  larger  usefulness  challenges  us  as  we  anticipate 
the  future. 

The  membership,  which  began  with  a  nucleus  of  38,  has  grown  to  a  family 
of  289.  Our  church  is  now  debt  free.  The  mortgage  will  be  burned  at  the 
service  on  September  29,  7:30  P.  M.,  and  the  deed  to  the  property  will  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  at  that  time.  Now  we  can  engage  more 
effectively  in  the  ongoing  work  of  the  Kingdom  on  earth. 

The  loyal  cooperation  of  the  members  with  their  leadership  in  furthering 
the  material  and  spiritual  interests  of  the  Church  is  a  pledge  that  the  future 
will  augment  the  rich  heritage  bequeathed  to  it  out  of  its  historic  past. 
Together,  we  continue  from  achievement  to  achievement,  to  the  glory  of  God.

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THE  OCCASION 


In  every  area  of  life,  the  attainment  of  a  goal  is  cause  for  great  rejoicing. 
When  the  student  successfully  passes  his  examinations,  he  is  proud  of  his 
accomplishments.  When  the  army,  fighting  hard  for  every  inch  of  the  way, 
finally  knows  the  day  of  victory,  there  is  great  celebration  of  the  day.  And 
when  a  congregation  reaches  a  goal  in  their  group  life  that  had  seemed  utterly 
unattainable  through  the  long,  hard  years,  there  is  an  emotional  release  that 
seeks  and  deserves  expression  in  a  fitting  celebration. 

St.  John's  has  scored  a  mighty  victory.  Its  debt  is  paid,  in  full!  Charter 
members  and  others  were  oppressed  with  the  fear  that  it  could  not  be  done, 
at  least  in  their  lifetime.  It  is  true  that  the  original  debt  was  a  staggering, 
almost  forbidding,  figure  in  the  beginning.  But  now  it  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  a 
memory  of  a  hard  job  finshed  when  the  decision  was  made  to  do  it!  The 
impossible  has  been  realized!  And  we  celebrate  the  victory  with  this  special 
week  of  services,  and  with  the  publication  of  this  Directory. 

The  original  debt  stood  at  $55,212.07 — for  a  charter  membership  of  only 
38!  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  most  liberally  gave  almost  twenty  thousand 
dollars  toward  this  debt  in  granting  dollar-for-dollar  credit  for  most  of  our 
payments.  Other  sources,  too,  for  which  the  congregation  is  grateful  and  all 
of  which  are  listed  on  the  page  carrying  "OUR  DEBT  STORY,"  helped  us  to 
attain  this  goal. 

And  the  congregation  has  done  its  share,  too,  in  achieving  victory.  Back 
in  1940,  the  laymen  of  the  church  decided  that  it  was  time  to  settle  this  debt 
of  long  standing,  both  as  the  honest  meeting  of  an  obligation  and  to  safeguard 
the  honor  and  good  name  of  the  congregation.  That  decision  was  made  when 
they  were  without  a  pastor — and  the  program  of  debt  elimination  has  gone 
on  entirely  on  their  own  volition  and  without  any  guidance  or  pleading  on 
the  part  of  the  pastor!  Congratulations  to  the  finest  group  of  laymen  that 
any  pastor  could  know!  As  the  Debt  Story  shows,  their  efforts  were  increas- 
ingly successful,  and  the  final  goal  was  attained  long  before  they  had  dared 
hope  that  it  could  be.  They  gave  willingly  and  most  liberally  toward  the  debt 
reduction  program,  and  at  the  same  time  they  gave  increasing  support  to  the 
current  and  benevolent  expense  of  the  congregation,  and  made  extensive 
repairs  and  improvements  and  additions  to  their  property.  A  finer  example 
of  a  consecrated  membership  had  never  been  known  in  the  experience  of  the 
pastor,  who  takes  pride  with  the  congregation  in  their  achievements. 

With  repairs,  painting,  new  chancel  furniture,  and  many  other  changes 
and  improvements,  the  church  has  been  made  like  new  for  this  glorious  occa- 
sion. We  are  proud  of  our  record,  and  we  feel  justly  so.  We  place  this 
Directory  in  your  hands  as  an  evidence  of  our  stewardship  in  the  days  gone 
by,  and  as  a  pledge  of  our  continued  and  increasing  devotion  to  the  Church 
of  God  and  His  Kingdom  in  the  years  to  come.

Our  congregation  and  community  suffered  a  tremendous  loss  in  the  pass- 
ing of  Lieutenant  Albert  M.  Sloop,  wounded  in  the  service  of  his  country,  and 
the  following  resolutions,  read  as  part  of  the  Memorial  Service  held  in  his 
honor,  will  show  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  all  who  knew  him: 

"To  the  Family  and  Many  Friends  of  Lt.  Albert  M.  Sloop: 

"All  of  our  church  and  community  were  greatly  grieved  to  learn  of  the 
passing  of  our  friend,  Lt.  Albert  M.  Sloop,  in  a  United  States  Military  Hos- 
pital in  France  on  April  27,  1945,  following  wounds  suffered  in  combat  in 
Germany  on  April  12,  1945;  and  the  consistory  of  the  church,  as  evidence  of 
our  sympathetic  concern,  has  adopted  the  following  resolutions  to  be  read  as 
part  of  the  Memorial  Service  to  be  held  in  his  honor  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
October  7,  1945,  4:00  o'clock,  in  the  St.  John's  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church,  Kannapolis,  N.  C: 

"Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His  wise  providence,  to 
take  unto  Himself  the  soul  of  our  departed  brother  and  fellow-church  mem- 
ber of  this  St.  John's  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  Kannapolis,  N.  C, 
be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  Consistory  of  St.  John's  Church,  do  hereby  agree 
that  we,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  do  the  following: 

1.  "Express  our  sincere  Christian  sympathy  to  the  family  upon  whom 
this  separation  falls  most  heavily; 

2.  "Humbly  bow  to  the  will  of  God,  who,  in  His  infinite  mercy  and  love, 
called  the  eternal  spirit  from  the  injured  body  and  set  it  free  for  its  place  in 
the  spiritual  world; 

3.  "Help  the  family  ever  to  remember  and  to  find  comfort  in  the  truth 
that,  'If  our  earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  build- 
ing of  God,  an  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens'; 

4.  "Dedicate  ourselves  more  earnestly  to  the  building  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth,  so  that  peace  and  brotherhood  may  become  a  reality  for 
mankind,  so  that  he  and  his  comrades,  through  their  services  and  sacrifices, 
may  purchase  for  humanity  a  more  Christlike  world; 

5.  "And  remembering  that  Albert  McGinnis  Sloop  was  an  outstanding 
young  man,  of  clean  habits  and  high  morals,  kind,  courteous  and  thoughtful, 
in  short,  that  he  was  a  Christian  gentleman,  gallant  and  valiant,  who  clearly 
revealed  in  his  life  the  wholesome  effect  of  the  combined  influence  of  the 
home  and  the  church,  in  order  that  all  might  know  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  all,  we  now  set  aside  in  our  church  a  window  which 
we  humbly  yet  proudly  dedicate  to  the  honor  of  his  memory,  placing  on  the 
window  this  properly  inscribed  plaque  for  the  information  of  all."

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ST.  JOHN'S  REFORMED  CHURCH 

In  the  early  days  of  Kannapolis,  N.  C,  there  was  no  congregation  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  among  the  several  churches  of 
the  town,  although  this  denomination  did  have  representative  congregations 
in  the  surrounding  communities:  Mt.  Zion  Church  to  the  north,  at  China 
Grove,  N.  C;  Keller  Church  and  New  Gilead  Church,  both  to  the  east  on  the 
old  Salisbury-Concord  road;  Trinity  Church  to  the  south,  at  Concord,  N.  C; 
and  St.  Paul's  Church  to  the'  west,  at  Enochville,  N.  C.  However,  the  faithful 
members  of  the  Reformed  Church  who  moved  into  this  new  community  to 
make  their  livelihood  and  their  homes,  brought  with  them  a  love  for  their 
church  and  a  zeal  to  have  one  of  their  own  congregations  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Travis  P.  Moose,  a  member  of  Trinity  Church,  Concord,  N.  C,  and 
Mr.  Curtis  M.  Linn,  a  member  of  Mt.  Zion  Church,  China  Grove,  N.  C,  were 
residents  of  Kannapolis,  employed  in  the  Cannon  Mills  Company  plant  num- 
ber 1,  where  they  came  in  contact  with  each  other  almost  daily.  Mr.  Moose 
was  overseer  of  the  Spinning  Room,  and  Mr.  Linn  was  a  weaver. 

Occasionally  Mr.  Moose  stopped  to  talk  with  Mr.  Linn,  as  he  passed 
through  the  weave  room.  One  day,  in  the  course  of  conversation,  Mr.  Linn 
said,  "We  ought  to  start  a  Reformed  Church  in  Kannapolis." 

Mr.  Moose  readily  agreed,  and  said,  "Let's  try,  and  see  what  can  be  done.'* 

These  two  men  made 
an  early  trip  to  China 
Grove,  in  1915  or  early 
1916,  to  talk  with  Rev. 
John  H.  Keller,  pastor 
of  Mt.  Zion  Church, 
about  this  possibility. 
This  active  and  ener- 
getic pastor  agreed  to 
come  to  Kannapolis 
one  Sunday  afternoon 
each  month  for  a  wor- 
ship and  preaching 
service,  to  be  held  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  build- 
ing. After  several 
months,  these  services 
were  discontinued. 

A  little  later,  while 
in  China  Grove  one 
day,  Mr.  Linn  talked 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M. 
L.  Lyerly,  who  agreed 
to  come  to  Kannapolis 
twice  a  month  to  hold 
services  for  members 
of  the  Reformed 
Church  and  others 
who  were  interested. 

Included  among 
those    early    families  Rev,  Dr.  j.  M>  L.  Lyerly 
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who  were  interested  in  establishing  a  church  here  were  these  names,  Moose, 
Linn,  Goodnight,  Correll,  McCombs,  Artz,  Cook,  Waiter,  and  possibly  others. 

In  the  late  fall  of  1918,  an  epidemic  of  influenza  forced  cancellation  of  all 
church  services,  and  once  again  the  movement  to  establish  a  congregation  in 
Kannapolis  came  to  a  standstill. 

The  next  spring,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Lyerly,  pastor  of  Trinity  Church,  Con- 
cord, N.  C,  came  for  a  talk  with  Mr.  Moose  about  the  organization  of  the 
congregation,  as  he  had  been  instructed  to  do  by  the  Classis  of  North  Caro- 
lina. From  this  point  on,  plans  for  the  organization  of  this  congregation 
moved  rapidly  forward. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  reveal  the  interest  that  some  of  our  faithful 
families  had  in  organizing  and  establishing  their  church  in  the  community. 
And  the  following  quotations,  taken  from  the  "History  of  Southern  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,"*  by  Dr.  Jacob  Calvin  Leonard,  show 
that  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina,  now  the  Southern  Synod,  was  actively 
interested  in  the  successful  achievement  of  this  goal,  too. 

"The  eighty-sixth  annual  sessions  of  the  Classis 
of  North  Carolina  were  held  in  one  of  the  mission 
churches  in  1916,  the  Waughtown  Church  in  Win- 
ston-Salem. At  that  time  it  was  suggested  that 
the  Classis  ought  to  consider  the  starting  of  a 
Reformed  Church  in  the  new  town  of  Kannapolis. 
Accordingly,  Revs.  J.  H.  Keller  and  Paul  Bar- 
ringer  were  appointed  to  have  charge  of  our  inter- 
ests in  that  place  with  instructions  to  organize  a 
congregation.  The  following  year,  1917,  Rev.  J.  H. 
Keller  presented  the  following  report:  "Your 
committee  appointed  to  organize  a  church  in  Kan- 
napolis beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  not  per- 
Rev  J  H  Keller  D  D       formed  that  duty,  believing  that  duty  and  honor 

should  go  to  the  man  who  goes  to  labor  at  that 
point.  We  have  held  services  there  once  a  month  for  most  of  the  year."  The 
interest  was  committed  to  Rev.  J.  H.  Keller  and  the  pastors  of  Trinity  Church, 
Concord,  and  the  Gilead  charge,  when  those  charges  should  secure  pastors. 
The  interest  was  looked  after  by  these  brethren  through  1918.  The  committee 
was  instructed  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  forming  a  new  charge  in  that 
section  of  the  Classis  by  which  closer  insight  might  be  given  to  the  Kannap- 
olis interest.  The  new  committee  then  consisted  of  Revs.  P.  Barringer,  W.  C. 
Lyerly,  Shuford  Peeler  and  Elder  J.  P.  Linn.  The  Classis  instructed  this  com- 
mittee to  urge  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  grant  at  the  July  meeting  the 
request  of  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina  for  the  enrollment  of  Kannapolis  as 
a  mission.  The  committee  was  further  instructed  to  organize  the  Kannapolis 
church  when  the  Board  should  make  the  enrollment.  In  that  event,  St.  Paul's 
Church  should  be  detached  from  the  West  Rowan  charge,  and  the  new  mis- 
sion at  Kannapolis  and  St.  Paul's  Church  should  be  constituted  the  Kannap- 
olis charge.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Classis  in  Lexington 
September  2,  1919,  the  following  record  was  made:  "A  letter  from  Dr.  C.  E.

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Schaeffer,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  was  read,  stating  that 
student  Banks  J.  Peeler  had  been  com- 
missioned to  do  work  in  Kannapolis  dur- 
ing the  summer,  £nd  that  at  the  July 
meeting  of  the  Board,  Kannapolis  had 
been  enrolled  as  a  mission  with  an  appro- 
priation of  $700.00."  Here  was  a  real  ad- 
vance, and  the  news  greatly  encouraged 
the  members  of  the  Classis. 

Dr.  Banks  J.  Peeler,  now  pastor  of  First 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  Lex- 
ington, writes,  "I  was  the  student  pastor 
in  the  summer  of  1919,  and  did  the  sur- 
veying and  'ground  work'  for  the  organi- 
zation. The  organization  meeting  was  held 
in  the  North  Kannapolis  School  building, 
the  one  now  standing  (Woodrow  Wilson 
School).  Entering  the  main  doors  our 
services  were  conducted  in  the  first  room 
to  the  right.  As  I  remember,  the  room 
was  crowded  and  some  of  the  people 
stood."

During  this  summer  it  was  decided 
by  those  actively  interested  that  the 
new  mission  should  be  located  in 
North  Kannapolis. 

At  this  same  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  the  committee  on  the 
Kannapolis  interest  was  instructed  to 
urge  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to 
enroll  Kannapolis  as  a  permanent  mis- 
sion. The  Board  enrolled  Kannapolis 
Mission  at  their  July  meeting,  with  an 
appropriation.  Rev.  W.  C.  Lyerly  and 
Rev.  Paul  Barringer,  D.D.,  members  of 
the  committee,  organized  the  Kannap- 
olis Reformed  Church  July  27,  1919,  at 
their  regular  place  of  worship,  the 
North  School  building.  Thirty-six 
members  who  had  signed  the  charter 
membership  list  were  enrolled.  Two 
elders  and  two  deacons  were  duly 
elected  and  installed.  Your  committee 
recommend  that  the  Kannapolis  Re- 
formed Church  be  enrolled  as  a  con- 
gregation of  the  Classis  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Respectfully  submitted,  W.  C. 
Lyerly,  Chairman."  The  officers  who 
were  elected,  ordained  and  installed, 
were  the  following:  Elders,  Travis  P. 
Moose  and  R.  Baxter  McCombs;  Dea- 
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cons,  Curtis  M.  Linn  and  Phifer  E.  Correll." 

Rev.  W.  C.  Lyerly,  now  of  Newton,  N.  C,  writes  us  Sept.  10,  1946: 

"According  to  my  private  records,  'the  Kannapolis  Church  was  organ- 
ized July  27,  1919,  in  a  school  room  (of  the  building  near  the  present  church) 
at  12  noon.  There  were  60  people  in  attendance.  The  sermon  was  from  the 
text,  Matt.  16: 24.  There  were  36  charter  members,  a  few  of  whom  were 
never  actually  enrolled.  That  day  I  Confirmed  3,  Baptized  and  Confirmed  1, 
and  Baptized  1  child;  elected,  ordained  and  installed  2  Elders  and  2  Deacons. 
Dr.  Paul  Barringer  assisted. 

"There  was  a  previous  meeting  in  the  Kannapolis  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  May  4th.,  at 
5:30  P.  M.,  with  43  in  attendance  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  M.  Mullan  was 
speaker.  I  was  present,  and  spoke. 

"The  two  men  who  gave  me  most  assistance  were:  Mr.  Travis  P.  Moose 
and  Mr.  R.  B.  McCombs — and  nearly  all  signatures  to  the  original  application 
for  charter  members  were  signed  in  their  presence.  .  .  . 

"The  4  Confirmed,  and  1  Baptized  that  day,  were:  Stokes  McCombs,  Leo 
McCombs,  Raymond  Linn,  and  Eddrie  Moore  Baptized  and  Confirmed.  The 
child  baptized  was  Robert  Montgomery  Linn,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Linn." 

"This  committee  also  reported  at  this  same  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  instructions  of  the  Classis  had  been  carried  out  relative  to  a 
new  charge,  and  that  the  proper  steps  were  taken  to  organize  the  Joint  Con- 
sistory of  the  'Kannapolis  Charge.'  This  new  charge  was  so  enrolled.  The 
date  was  August  17,  1919.1' 

A  Sunday  School  was  organized  June  1,  1919,  in  the  North  Kannapolis 
Graded  School  Building.  R.  B.  McCombs  was  elected 
Superintendent.  T.  P.  Moose,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Four  classes  were  formed,  and  the  following  were  made 
the  first  teachers:  Adults,  B.  J.  Peeler;  Senior,  J.  H. 
Suther;  Junior,  Loula  Belle  McCombs;  Primary,  Mrs. 
T.  P.  Moose.  Regular  preaching  services  were  also  be- 
ll gun  in  the  same  building. 

At  the  organization  service,  Rev.  Mr.  Barringer 
preached  the  sermon,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Lyerly  had  charge 
of  the  organization.  It  was  decided  that  all  who  be- 
came members  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
organization  be  recorded  as  charter  members. 

On  August  17,  1919,  when  the  St.  Paul's-Kannap- 
Rev.  Paul  Barringer  olis   Churches   were   organized   into   the  Kannapolis 
charge  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Lyerly,  under 
the  direction  of  Classis,  Elder  T.  P.  Moose  was  elected  Vice-President  and 
J.  F.  McKnight,  Secretary. 

The  Kannapolis  charge  was  duly  formulated,  and  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Peeler, 
then  pastor  of  Grace  Church,  Newton,  N.  C,  was  challenged  to  become  pas- 
tor. This  call  was  in  harmony  with  the  challenge  already  extended  to  this 
brother  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Classis  in  Lexington, 
September  26,  1919,  the  call  to  Rev.  Lee  A.  Peeler  from  the  Kannapolis  charge 
(including  a  commission  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions)  was  confirmed, 
and  the  following  committee  was  appointed  to  install  him  as  pastor:  Revs. 
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W.  C.  Lyerly,  J.  H.  Keller  and  J.  O. 
Moose." 

Rev.  Lee  A.  Peeler  accepted  the  call  to 
take  charge  of  the  work,  and  began  his 
work  October  1,  1919. 

The  following  38  became  members  of 
the  congregation  before  February  1,  1920, 
and  thus  became  charter  members  of  the 
Kannapolis  Reformed  Church:  R.  B.  Mc- 
Combs,  Mrs.  R.  B.  McCombs,  Leo  Mc- 
Combs,  D.  M.  McCombs,  Mrs.  D.  M. 
McCombs,  Maude  McCombs,  Stokes  Mc- 
Combs, T.  P.  Moose,  Mrs.  T.  P.  Moose, 
Eddrie  Moose,  C.  M.  Linn,  Raymond  Linn, 
P.  E.  Correll,  F.  M.  Correll,  Mrs.  F.  M. 
Correll,  J.  W.  Correll,  J.  A.  Correll,  W.  C. 
Goodnight,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Goodnight,  W.  P. 
Goodnight,  J.  V.  Blackwelder,  Mrs.  J.  V. 
Blackwelder,  Lillian  Blackwelder,  D.  C. 
Cline,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Cline,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Peeler, 
H.  O.  Archie,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Archie,  Hattie 
Archie,  Nannie  Archie,  Annie  Archie, 
Mrs.  Florence  Brown,  G.  F.  Rickard,  Mrs. 
G.  F.  Rickard,  Clora  McCombs,  Bennie 
Artz,  Charlie  Artz,  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Linn. 

On  January  11,  1920,  it  was  decided  to  elect  four  additional  members  of 
the  consistory,  and  the  following  brethren  were  elected:  Elders,  J.  V.  Black- 
welder and  D.  M.  McCombs;  Deacons,  W.  C.  Goodnight  and  F.  M.  Correll. 

On  March  7,  1920,  a  congregational  meeting  was  held  at  which  time  it 
was  decided  to  name  the  congregation  St.  John's  Reformed  Church,  Kan- 
napolis, N.  C. 

At  this  meeting  recognition  was  made  of  the  death  of  Elder  Travis  P. 
Moose.  A  fitting  memorial  was  adopted,  ordered  sent  to  the  bereaved  family, 
published  in  the  local  weekly  and  the  Concord  Daily  paper,  and  a  page  in 
the  congregational  records  was  dedicated  to  his  memory. 

This  memorial  is  found  on  page  187  of  the  Church  Register,  and  it  pays 
high  tribute  to  this  man  of  God  and  servant  of  the  Church  who  was  most 
actively  interested  in  the  organization  and  early  work  of  this  St.  John's 
congregation  as  it  was  launched  along  the  road  of  its  successful  history.  As 
an  expression  of  friendship  and  esteem,  a  large  and  beautiful  Memorial 
Window  was  placed  in  the  new  Church,  with  this  inscription  on  the  name 
plate:    In  Memory  of  Travis  P.  Moose,  Contributed  by  His  Friends. 

The  constitution  as  adopted  by  the  congregation  on  February  21,  1920,  is 
found  on  pages  190  and  191  of  the  Church  Register. 

Ground  Breaking  exercises  for  the  new  church  were  held  July  11,  1920, 
at  7:30  P.  M.  The  pastor  made  a  few  appropriate  remarks  and  the  principal 
address  was  made  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Keller,  after  which  the  formal  Ground 
Breaking  exercises  took  place. (  Page  192,  Church  Register.) 

"The  cornerstone  of  St.  John's  Reformed  Church,  Kannapolis,  N.  C.  was 
laid  with  appropriate  exercises  January  30  at  3:00  P.  M.    Although  the

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workmen  had  to  shovel  the  snow  away  for  a  space  large  enough  for  the 
people  to  stand  during  the  service,  and  the  day  itself  was  cloudy  and  misty 
and  cold,  a  goodly  number  attended  the  services,  both  morning  and  after- 
noon." The  principal  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Leonard  of  Lexing- 
ton. Greetings  were  also  brought  by  Revs.  J.  H.  Keller  and  W.  C.  Lyerly. 
The  service  was  in  charge  of  the  pastor.  The  following  articles  were  placed 
in  the  stone:

The  pastor  moved  into  the  new  parsonage  December  23,  1920. 

n>  The  new  parsonage  was  consecrated  on  the  night  of  February  22,  1921, 
with  appropriate  exercises.  Dr.  A.  D.  Wolfinger,  President  of  Catawba  Col- 
lege, Newton,  N.  C,  delivered  the  principal  address.  Rev.  H.  A.  Welker  of 
Salisbury  brought  greetings  and  a  message  of  song.  A  delightful  social  gath- 
ering was  enjoyed  along  with  the  program. 

The  opening  service  in  the  basement  rooms  of  the  new  church  was  held 
July  10,  1921,  at  3:00  P.  M.  Revs.  W.  C.  Lyerly,  J.  H.  Keller,  and  H.  A.  Welker 
were  present  and  made  appropriate  remarks. 

"The  auditorium  and  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  were  formally 
opened  January  1,  1922,  with  appropriate  services." 

"St.  John's  Reformed  Church  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  services 
>>Sunday,  April  30,  1922,  in  connection  with  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Cen- 
tral Church  Worker's  Convention  which  convened  in  St.  John's  Church  April 
29  and  30.  Program  of  services  is  attached  to  page  194  in  the  Church  Register. 

At  this  morning  service,  The  Dedicatory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Schaeffer,  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  At  the  afternoon  service  brief  addresses  were  made  by 
visiting  ministers,  and  the  offering  for  the  Building  Fund  was  in  charge  of 
Mr.  J.  S.  Wise,  Superintendent  of  Church  Building  Department  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  At  the  evening  service  the  address  was 
made  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Wise. 

The  new  parsonage  cost  $8,500;  and  the  church  cost  $49,000.00. 

A  picnic  dinner  was  enjoyed  by  those  attending  the  dedicatory  services, 
and  a  large  crowd  was  present  for  the  occasion. 
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We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Cannon  and  Cannon  Mills  Company  for 
donating  the  nice  large  lot  on  which  the  church  and  parsonage  are  located. 
This  lot  was  deeded  to  the  church  some  time  during  the  early  part  of  1920. 
We  are  also  very  thankful  for  the  financial  assistance  given  by  Cannon  Mills 
Company  during  the  construction  of  our  church  and  parsonage,  as  well  as 
their  generosity  in  many  other  ways  toward  our  annual  current  budget  and 
the  upkeep  of  our  property  during  the  early  years  of  our  organization  anc 
growth  in  Kannapolis. 

A  Memorial  to  Mr.  G.  Frank  Rickard,  another  of  the  charter  members 
who  passed  to  his  eternal  reward  so  soon  after  the  congregation  had  been 
organized  and  whose  passing  meant  a  great  loss  to  this  little  group  appears 
on  page  197  of  the  Church  Register. 

In  October,  1926,  a  Church  Directory  was  published,  and  the  following 
information  is  found  therein:

A  Memorial  to  Mr.  Henry  O.  Archer,  another  charter  member,  appears 
on  page  201,  Church  Register,  and  a  Memorial  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Peeler  appears 
on  page  202,  the  Church  Register. 

The  program  for  the  FOURTEENTH  ANNIVERSARY  AND  HOME- 
COMING CELEBRATION  appears  on  pages  204-205,  Church  Register,  and 
it  was  held  October  8,  1933. 

After  a  pasorate  of  nineteen  years  and  one  and  one-half  months,  Rev. 
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Lee  A.  Peeler  resigned  as  pastor  of  St.  John's  Church  on  November  15, 
1938,  and  moved  to  a  new  field  of  labor  at  Middlebrook,  Va.  Brother  Peeler 
witnessed  varied  accomplishments  of  this  congregation  under  his  leadership 
during  this  long  pastorate,  and  he  contributed  greatly  to  the  quality  of  mem- 
bers who  make  the  Kannapolis  Church 
one  of  the  finest  in  our  denomination. 

Rev.  Joseph  D  Andrew,  Jr.,  became 
the  second  pastor  of  St.  John's  Church 
on  June  18,  1939.  During  his  pastorate, 
the  congregation  was  going  through  a 
period  of  transition,  finding  its  strength 
and  laying  the  foundation  for  future  de- 
velopment and  growth. 

He  served  as  pastor  until  March  15, 
1942,  at  which  time  he  resigned  to  be- 
come a  Chaplain  in  the  United  States 
Army,  a  work  for  which  he  is  well 
fitted. 

Before  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Andrew  as 
pastor  of  the  church,  the  laymen  of  the 
congregation  began  a  movement  to 
liquidate  the  tremendous  debt  with 
which  the  group  had  been  burdened 
throughout  its  history.  Their  determi- 
nation to  eliminate  the  debt,  and  their 
devotion  to  the  cause  manifested  in  lib- 
eral and  continuous  giving,  brought  St. 
John's  to  this  goal  earlier  than  they  had 
imagined  such  was  possible.  OUR  DEBT  STORY  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
Directory.

On  April  26,  1942,  the  Rev.  Frank  K.  Bostian  conducted  services  in  the 
two  congregations  of  the  Kannapolis  charge,  St.  Paul's  and  St.  John's.  Shortly 
thereafter  he  was  elected  and  challenged  to  become  the  third  pastor  of  the 
congregation.  He  accepted  the  call,  and  assumed  the  pastorate  on  July  15,  1942. 

An  eager  people  greeted  him  and  his  family,  including  himself,  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Gladys  McNairy  Bostian,  and  their  son,  Charles  William,  when  they 
came  into  the  community.  During  this  pastorate  of  a  little  more  than  four 
years,  the  congregation  has  manifested  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  conse- 
cration, achieving  far  more  in  this  short  time  than  anyone  ever  could  have 
predicted.  In  fact,  the  members  have  done  so  many  things  for  the  Church  in 
promoting  the  Kingdom  work  that  a  record  of  accomplishments  impresses  one 
with  evidences  of  untiring  devotion  as  they  have  hastened  on  from  task  to 
task,  hardly  completing  one  before  they  have  willingly  and  eagerly  under- 
taken another. 

A  list  of  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  these  last  few  years  appears 
elsewhere  in  this  Directory. 

In  1943  the  congregation  paid  its  apportionment  for  the  first  time  in  its 
entire  history.  The  apportionment  is  the  assessment  placed  upon  the  congre- 
gation by  the  Synod  for  the  wider  benevolent  and  mission  program  of  the 
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Church.  This  apportionment  has  been  paid  in  full  each  year  since.  And  the 
congregation  accepts  this  assessment  as  one  of  its  primary  obligations,  and 
pays  it  in  regular  monthly  installments. 

Always  alert  to  its  responsibility  to  the  community,  and  always  manifest- 
ing a  cooperative  spirit  with  all  the  forces  of  Christianity — which  spirit  is 
characteristic  of  our  denomination — we  paid  our  share  in  the  community 
survey  in  the  religious  census  of  1944. 

The  local  churches,  sixteen  of  them,  are  supporting  a  teacher  of  Bible  in 
the  J.  W.  Cannon  High  School,  and  our  congregation  is  paying  its  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  budget. 

The  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  is  given  an  annual 
contribution  of  $10  by  our  church. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  was  given  $10  in  1946. 

On  July  1,  1946,  St.  John's  Church  became  a  single-church  charge,  writh 
a  full-time  pastor  ministering  to  its  needs  for  the  first  time  in  its  entire 
history. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  spirit  prevailing  in  the  congregation,  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  several  of  our  men  gave  more  than  460  hours 
to  the  task  of  painting  the  interior  of  our  church  basement  and  the  first  and 
second  floors  of  the  Church  School  departments.  This  task  was  voluntarily 
assumed  by  them,  and  carried  through  to  its  successful  conclusion.  These 
men  helped:  Carl  W.  Beaver,  R.  Hall  Thornburg,  Ray  A.  Holshouser,  Carl 
W.  Barnard,  E.  A.  Sloop,  Henry  F.  Fincher,  Dwight  Walter,  Norman  Boger, 
Ernest  Faulkenberry,  Gerry  J.  Lyerly,  Harry  M.  Dayvault,  Earle  B.  Marlin, 
Hoyle  M.  McCombs  and  Hoyt  O.  Sloop.  One  man  came  every  day  they 
worked,  after  work  hours  and  until  nine  or  ten  o'clock  at  night,  several  of 
those  listed  first  missed  only  one  night,  several  came  a  number  of  different 
times,  and  some  helped  only  one  night — but  all  together  they  completed  the 
job  and  made  our  Church  School  rooms  like  new  again.  Any  church  would 
be  fortunate  and  proud  to  possess  a  group  of  men  with  such  a  fine  spirit  and 
willingness  to  help  at  such  a  long  and  hard  job! 

Since  our  debt  has  been  paid  this  year,  and  the  church  has  been  put  in 
first  class  condition  with  alterations,  repairs,  and  painting,  a  special  week  of 
services  is  being  observed  September  29-October  6,  for  the  purpose  of  cele- 
brating these  achievements  and  rededicating  the  church  and  dedicating  the 
new  altar  and  complete  set  of  chancel  furniture  which  has  been  added  to 
our  sanctuary. 

We  pause  to  give  thanks  for  our  wonderful  heritage,  to  rejoice  in  the 
successful  achievements  of  the  past,  and  to  reconsecrate  ourselves  one  and  all 
to  the  continued  progress  of  St.  John's  Church  as  it  labors  in  furthering  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men  around  the  world.

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UNDERSTANDING  OUR  CHURCH  NAME 


What  is  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church?  What  does  the  word 
"Reformed"  mean?  All  of  us  of  this  denomination  have  been  asked  these  and 
similar  questions.  To  enable  us  to  give  satisfactory  answers  to  them,  we  pre- 
sent here  some  interesting  facts  with  which  we  ought  to  be  familiar. 

The  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  came  into  being  in  1934,  when  the 
two  denominations,  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Evan- 
gelical Synod  of  North  America,  merged  into  one  larger  fellowship  of  believers 
in  Christ  for  a  larger  world  service. 

The  name,  "Reformed,"  stems  from  the  Reformation  in  the  16th  century. 
It  was  brought  from  the  Palatinate  and  neighboring  German  provinces  and 
Switzerland  when,  beginning  in  1710,  the  spiritual  descendants  of  the  great 
Swiss  and  Palatinate  Reformers  settled  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  surrounding 
colonies  and  founded  churches  there.  A  nucleus  of  these  early  settlers  emi- 
grated to  North  Carolina  where  they  established  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  name  "Evangelical,"  the  general  equivalent  of  "Protestant,"  was 
taken  by  a  group  whose  members  began  coming  into  the  Middle  West  in  the 
early  nineteenth  century  from  Germany  and  Switzerland,  some  of  them  hav- 
ing formerly  been  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  which  dates  from  1517,  and  others 
of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Zwingli  and  Calvin.  Thus  the  Evangelical  branch 
of  our  denomination  is  younger  on  this  American  continent  than  is  the  Re- 
formed constituency. 

The  Reformed  Church,  to  which  we  belonged,  and  to  which  we  still 
belong,  is  one  of  the  original  protesting  groups  of  the  big  Protestant  Refor- 
mation. Ulrich  Zwingli,  the  founder  of  this  church,  was  born  January  1,  1484. 
He  was  a  contemporary  of  Luther,  who  was  born  November  10,  1483,  and 
founded  the  Lutheran  Church.  They  worked  independently  of  each  other, 
Zwingli  in  Switzerland  and  Luther  in  Germany.  Luther  was  a  great  man,  of 
diversified  talent  and  ability,  and  he  is  referred  to  as  the  "Glory  of  the  Re- 
formation." But  Zwingli  was  just  as  great,  and  as  able,  and  as  prominent  in 
the  Reformation  era  and  as  meaningful  to  posterity  as  Luther;  and  since  he 
is  the  founder  of  our  church,  we  shall  give  our  main  consideration  to  his  life 
and  works  in  this  brief  study. 

*At  an  early  age,  it  became  evident  that  Zwingli  was  gifted  with  extra- 
ordinary talents.  He  received  the  best  education  which  the  age  afforded, 
under  his  uncle,  Bartholomew  Zwingli,  who  was  dean  of  Wesen. 

One  of  his  professors,  Thomas  Wyttenbach,  a  celebrated  teacher  of  the 
university,  was  the  most  effective  instrument  in  preparing  the  way  for  the 
Reformation  in  Switzerland,  said  in  one  of  his  lectures:  "The  time  is  at  hand 
when  the  ancient  faith  shall  be  restored  according  to  the  Word  of  God.  Indul- 
gences are  a  Roman  delusion  and  the  death  of  Christ  is  the  only  ransom  for 
our  sins." 

At  an  early  age  Zwingli  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  scholars 
in  Switzerland — not  a  scholastic  recluse,  but  a  strong  and  energetic  man  of 
the  world.  The  pope  had  granted  him  a  pension,  that  he  might  devote  him- 
self entirely  to  classical  study,  but  that  did  not  satisfy  this  man  of  God;  and 
like  another  Moses  he  renounced  the  pleasures  of  the  world  to  devote  his 
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life  to  the  deliverance  of  his  people.  He  entered  the  priesthood  of  the  Catholic 
Church  at  Glarus  in  1506,  and  was  pastor  of  this  church  for  ten  years. 


He  wrote  in  his  diary  when  a  boy,  "Truth  is  the  highest  virtue:  lying  is 
worse  than  stealing.'"  He  was  amazed  to  learn,  in  his  study,  that  a  few  cen- 
turies earlier  it  had  been  usual  to  give  bread  and  wine  to  communicants, 
instead  of  bread  alone,  as  had  become  the  custom. 

In  1516  he  became  parish  priest  of  the  great  convent  of  Einsiedlen,  the 
center  of  Romanism  in  Switzerland.  Zwingli  boldly  preached  the  Gospel. 
Even  his  Catholic  critics  readily  admitted  that  this  great  preacher  was  thor- 
oughly sincere  and  honest.  Zwingli  declared  that  the  blessed  virgin  would 
herself  repudiate  the  worship  of  her  image,  and  that  Christ  alone  can  save 
the  world. 

While  thus  engaged,  in  study  and  in  proclaiming  his  findings  and  his  con- 
clusions and  convictions,  Zwingli  appealed  earnestly  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Church  of  Rome  to  make  way  for  the  progress  of  the  truth;  and  he  declared 
that  if  the  Church  did  not  welcome  the  Gospel  it  would  make  way  for  itself. 
Records  of  the  year  1517  show  Zwingli  in  tears  pleading  with  the  authorities 
for  this  end.  But  rather  than  heed  his  words,  they  tried  to  bribe  this  herald 
of  God  into  silence.  When  Zwingli  was  called  to  the  chief  pastorate  of  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Zurich,  it  was  not  in  ignorance  of  his  position  but  be- 
cause he  was  already  recognized  as  the  leader  of  the  Swiss  reformation. 

Zwingli  preached  the  Gospel  in  1516  as  purely  as  ever.  The  Reformation 
in  Switzerland  proceeded  more  quietly  than  in  Germany.  There  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  Zwingli  and  Luther  never  knew  of  each  other's  existence  until 
long  after  the  most  important  steps  had  been  taken. 

On  January  1,  1519,  Zwingli  took  charge  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Zurich.  He  was  a  faithful  pastor.  This  was  especially  apparent  in  1519,  during 
the  prevalence  of  the  great  plague.  He  had  gone  to  the  mineral  springs  at 
Pfaffers  on  account  of  impaired  health,  but  when  the  plague  broke  out  noth- 
ing could  keep  him  from  his  post.  During  that  dreadful  summer  2,500  people 
died  in  Zurich  alone,  and  Zwingli  was  almost  alone  in  ministering  to  the 
dying  and  in  burying  the  dead.  At  last  he  was  himself  seized  by  the  pesti- 
lence, and  it  was  at  one  time  believed  that  he  could  not  recover.  During  his 
illness  he  composed  a  beautiful  hymn  in  three  parts,  of  which  the  first  has 
been  thus  translated: 


'Help  me,  O  Lord,  "Yet,  if  Thy  voice 

My  strength  and  rock:  In  life's  mid-day 

Lo,  at  the  door  Recalls  my  soul, 

I  hear  death's  knock.  Then  I  obey. 

Uplift  thine  arm.  In  faith  and  hope 

Once  pierced  for  me,  Earth  I  resign, 

That  conquered  death  Secure  of  heaven, 

And  set  me  free.  For  I  am  Thine. 


On  his  recovery,  Zwingli  engaged  actively  in  the  reformation  of  the 
church. 

Zwingli  was  aided  by  Leo  Juda,  as  assistant,  in  Zurich.  Juda  translated 
the  Old  Testament  into  Latin,  and  was  the  chief  translator  of  the  German 
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version  of  the  Scriptures  which  appeared  in  Zurich  in  1530,  four  years  before 
the  publication  of  Luther's  complete  translation. 

As  for  Zwingli,  in  the  short  space  of  twelve  years  he  produced  81  Ger- 
man and  59  Latin  books,  not  to  mention  two  posthumous  volumes.  During 
the  Disputation  at  Baden,  it  is  said  that  he  did  not  go  to  bed  for  six  weeks. 
He  was  not  permitted  personally  to  appear  at  the  controversy,  because  the 
Catholics  insisted  that  his  wonderful  eloquence  gave  the  evangelical  party 
an  unfair  advantage. 

There  were  extreme  Catholics  who  were  bitterly  opposed  to  Zwingli's 
methods,  and  his  life  several  times  was  attempted.  But  it  seemed  as  if  Rome 
at  least  for  the  time  had  been  paralyzed. 

The  meeting  of  Zwingli  with  Luther  at  Marburg,  in  1529,  has  frequently 
been  represented  as  the  occasion  which  separated  the  two  great  churches  of 
the  Reformation.  Far  from  this  being  the  case,  it  may  confidently  be  affirmed 
that  it  brought  them  nearer  together  than  they  were  ever  before  or  after- 
wards. 

It  was  when  Luther  and  Zwingli  were  brought  together  to  discuss  the 
sacraments  that  the  disagreement  became  evident.  Luther  insisted  that  in 
the  Lord's  supper  there  was  the  corporal  presence  of  the  Lord,  that  the  bread 
and  wine  were  transmuted  into  the'  actual  body  and  blood  of  Jesus.  Zwingli 
regarded  the  sacraments  as  signs  and  seals  of  a  grace  already  received,  as 
symbols  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord,  broken  and  shed  for  us. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference,  Luther,  at  Philip  Melanchton's  re- 
quest, drew  up  articles  of  agreement,  which  were  signed  by  all  the  reformers. 
You  will  find  their  signatures  reproduced  in  facsimile  in  Schaff's  latest  vol- 
ume. Schaff  says,  "In  fourteen  out  of  fifteen  articles  they  agreed  fully,  and 
even  in  the  fifteenth  they  agreed  in  the  principal  part,  namely,  the  spiritual 
presence  and  fruition  of  Christ's  body  and  blood,  differing  only  in  regard  to 
the  corporal  presence  and  oral  manducation,  which  the  one  denied  and  the 
other  asserted." 

"Zwingli,  with  his  rationalizing  mind,  could  not  understand  that  from 
Luther's  point  of  view  there  is  a  sacramental  eating  which  is  not  physical  nor 
carnal.  Luther  did  not  give  credit  to  Zwingie  for  believing  that  spiritual  com- 
muncation  is  real  and  true." 

Considering  the  fact  that  both  reformers  signed  the  articles,  it  is  not 
easy  to  see  why  Luther  refused  to  give  Zwingli  the  right  hand  of  fellowship, 
though  he  pleaded  for  it  with  tears. 

In  Switzerland,  the  spirit  of  the  Swiss  Church  became  apparent  in  their 
organization.  Luther  had  pleaded  for  freedom  of  the  churches,  but  the  princes 
at  once  assumed  control.  In  Switzerland,  the  legislature  assumed  direction, 
but  it  was  itself  a  popular  body,  and  the  organization  was  effected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  will  of  the  people. 

It  was  Zwingli  who  first  appointed  laymen  to  office  in  the  Church;  it  was 
he  who  convened  the  earliest  Protestant  Synod.  Calvin,  it  is  true,  receives 
greater  credit  in  the  matter  of  organization,  but  he  was  simply  working  in 
the  same  line.  May  I  venture  to  remind  you  that  it  was  the  strong  popular 
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organization  of  the  Reformed  Churches  that  enabled  them  to  defend  them- 
selves successfully  in  the  day  of  persecution? 

In  a  broader  sense  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  in  the,  countries  which  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  Switzerland  that  we  find  the  grandest  manifestations 
of  self-sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  civil  liberty.  Holland  derived  her  ideals  from 
Switzerland,  and  our  own  country  could  hardly  have  assumed  its  present 
form  of  government  if  Holland  and  Switzerland  had  not  led  the  way.  The 
congregational  meeting  led  to  the  town  meeting;  the  classis,  or  presbytery, 
to  the  legislature;  and  the  synod  to  congress. 

Zwingli  died  on  the  battlefield  October  11,  1531,  not  quite  forty-eight 
years  of  age.  He  did  not  cause  the  war;  he  did  not  use  weapons  on  the  field 
of  battle;  but  as  the  chief  pastor  of  Zurich  he  was  by  law  required  to  accom- 
pany its  army. 

It  was  a  shameful,  fratricidal  war.  The  Catholic  cantons  had  maltreated 
Protestants,  and  the  Protestants  refused  to  trade  with  them.  It  was  an  actual 
blockade,  and  the  Catholics  determined  to  avenge  themselves  by  attacking 
Zurich.  It  was  an  army  of  eight  thousand  against  a  defending  Protestant  force 
of  less  than  two  thousand,  and  soon  the  defenders  were  overpowered. 

As  Zwingli  fell,  mortally  wounded,  his  last  words  were,  "What  does  it 
matter?  They  may  kill  the  body,  but  they  cannot  kill  the  soul." 

After  the  battle,  Zwingli  was  found  by  the  enemy,  lying  on  the  field.  He 
refused  the  services  of  a  priest.  Then  a  soldier  recognized  him,  and  killed 
him  with  his  sword.  Then  they  decreed  that  Zwingli's  body  should  be  quar- 
tered for  treason  and  then  burned  for  heresy;  and  the  barbarous  sentence  was 
executed  by  the  sheriff  of  Luzerne. 

Zwingli  does  not  belong  to  a  single  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  The 
religious  movement  in  which  he  was  so  prominent  extended  to  many  coun- 
tries, and  gave  birth  to  a  series  of  National  Reformed  Churches. 

From  an  early  period  the  chosen  emblem  of  the  Reformed  Churches  has 
been  the  burning  bush  which  Moses  saw  on  Horeb.  It  has  been  frequently 
enveloped  by  the  flames  of  persecution,  but  it  is  still  green  and  flourishing. 
The  external  form  may  change,  but  the  inner  life  no  fire  can  burn,  no  flood 
can  drown.  "They  may  kill  the  body,  but  they  cannot  kill  the  soul." 

Though  their  leader  fell,  his  followers  grabbed  the  torch,  held  it  aloft, 
and  marched  on  in  the  way  of  religious  freedom  and  Protestant  worship. 
Zwingli  and  Luther  both  were  Catholic  priests,  and  they  sought  to  correct 
the  abuses  and  the  corruptions  of  their  Catholic  Church.  But  the  Church  was 
too  powerful  and  too  proud  to  admit  its  need  for  a  cleansing,  and  it  perse- 
cuted these  bold  men  of  faith  and  courage.  And  it  was  then  that  these  two 
Protestant  groups,  the  Reformed  and  the  Lutheran,  were  started  as  the  two 
pioneer  groups  breaking  away  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Thus  we  belong  to  one  of  the  two  Protestant  churches  that  arose  simul- 
taneously but  independently  in  the  Reformation  period.  With  such  a  mighty 
founder,  and  the  same  God  whom  we  worship  and  serve,  we  march  onward 
holding  aloft  the  truths  of  Scripture  as  the  way  of  salvation  to  all  men.

An  Everett  Orgatron,  the  finest  electric  organ  available,  was  added  to 
our  church,  $2,500.00  was  raised  for  this  purpose  in  three  weeks  time,  and 
the  only  contributions  coming  from  outside  the  membership  were  gifts  made 
by  Mr.  C.  A.  Cannon  and  one  or  two  other  friends. 

Pew  Communion  was  adopted. 

New  roof  placed  on  the  church,  and  new  steps  erected  on  southeast  front. 

\  On  April  1,  1944,  petitioned  Southern  Synod  to  make  St.  John's  a  single- 
church  charge — granted  and  made  effective  July  1,  1946. 

A  new  altar  and  complete  set  of  chancel  furniture  adds  greatly  to  the 
beauty  of  our  sanctuary. 

New  shrubbery  has  been  placed  on  the  large  lawn  of  church  and  par- 
sonage. 

Several  partitions  placed  at  strategic  places  throughout  the  building  have 
furnished  additional  class  room  space. 

The  large  Memorial  Window,  "In  Memory,  Travis  P.  Moose,"  has  been 
illuminated  at  night,  so  that  passersby  may  see  its  beauty. 

The  debt  was  completely  eliminated  May  1,  1946.  Mr.  L.  A.  Corriher, 
prominent  citizen  and  member  of  First  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church, 
Landis,  contributed  $100.00  toward  the  debt  early  in  the  year.  Miss  Vivian 
Walters  and  a  couple  of  other  friends  voluntarily  contributed.  But  all  other 
funds  were  contributed  by  the  local  membership  these  last  several  years. 

A  new  heating  system,  forced  hot  water  with  oil  burner,  is  being  installed 
in  the  parsonage  late  this  summer,  1946. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Peeler  and  children  have  ordered  and  are  placing  in  the  church 
a  set  of  chimes  in  loving  memory  of  their  husband  and  father,  Mr.  H.  J. 
Peeler,  who  was  a  very  active  and  valuable  member  of  the  church  through- 
out his  lifetime. 

New  pews  have  been  ordered  to  replace  the  movable  chairs  underneath 
the  two  balconies  on  the  side.  Cendelabra,  vases  and  new  offering  plates  have 
been  ordered. 

Membership  reported  January  1,  1942,  was  217;  today  the  active  mem- 
bership is  289. 

Sunday  Church  School  enrollment  January  1,  1942,  was  193;  today  the 
enrollment  is  265. 

Giving  for  all  purposes  in  1945  averaged  $52.00  per  capita!

In  the  scene  preceding  this,  these  representatives  of  the  various  organiza- 
tions came  to  the  altar  as  they  were  called  by  Mr.  Fesperman,  lighted  a 
candle,  took  their  place  on  the  platform  and  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  organiza- 
tion which  they  represented. 

After  the  minister  had  lighted  his  candle,  and  had  made  a  brief  statement, 
Mr.  Fesperman  held  the  mortgage  in  his  hands  while  the  several  candles  of 
the  group  were  touched  to  it  to  set  it  in  flames.  The  blazing  paper  then  was 
placed  in  the  urn,  and  you  can  see  the  flame  as  it  burned. 

After  the  congregation  sang  most  heartily  the  doxology,  and  the  pastor 
offered  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  and  praise,  the  next  scene  was  the  occasion 
of  the  deed  to  the  property  being  handed  to  Mr.  Fisher,  Chairman  of  the 
Trustees,  by  the  pastor,  who  is  seen  here  holding  and  reading  from  it. 

Dr.  Fesperman  then  preached  on  the  theme,  "Exalting  the  Church."
